THE DAIRY INTEREST. 
The notice which appears in another 
column as to the programme of dairy 
instruction to be given in Manitoba 
and the North-West this year under 
the auspices of the Dominion depart- 


ment of agriculture should receive 


careful attention from the farmers of 


the country. It is a well known fact 


that Canada is a country well suited 
for dairying throughout its whole 
settled area, and it unfortunately also 
is well known that while excellent 
butter is made in Canada, the average 
quality of the total make is so low as to 
practically debar this country from 
competition in the markets of the 
world and therefore dwarfs this what 
should be a leading branch of the farm- 
ing industry to small proportions, This 
applies locally as well as generally. 
There is a large proportion of excellent 
butter made in this district and yet it 
is a well known fact that in the sum- 
mer menths when production outruns 
demand the local market becomes 
glutted and cannot be relieved by ex- 
port. This is a serious,state of affairs, 
and requires a remedy. If the case 
were not plain enough before that the 
lack of market for Canadian butter 
was because of the quality of the 
butter and not because the world did 
not want butter, the experience of 
Australia would supply it. Australia| 
has but a fractional part of the advant- 
ages possessed by Canada for the mak-. 
ing of good butter, and yet Australian 
butter is sold in England by the 
hundreds and thousands of tons where 
Canad.an butter is not sold at all, and 
even in British Columbia, right at our 
own ‘ddr, Australian “butter is 
being sold in competition with 
ours. The remedy for _ this 
state of affairs is improved methods 
and co-operation, one or the other or 
both. It is not enough that one or two 
or half a dozen people shall make good 
butter. The whole of the butter made 
must be of good quality in order to 
establish an export trade. There can 
be no doubt that the information af- 
forded by the dairy commissioner in 
his tour will be of the greatest practi- 
cal advantage, not only to co-operative 
institutions but to individuals as well 
and itis to be hoped that full advant- 
age will be taken of the lectures to be 
delivered for which dates will soon be 
arranged. Tt will be necessary however 
for the people to take some little 
trouble in order to have the benefit of 
these lectures. In sending the lecturer 
and his apparatus, the government is 
doing its share, and the people must 
supply the hall and the milk upon 
which the experiments are to be made. 
Unless they take enough interest in 
the matter to do this they will not take 
enough interest in the lectures to turn 
them to valuable account. This is a 
matter for the attention of the agricult- 


ural societies.

’ THE PRISONER. 


Rance Williams, the man suspected of 
having murdered George Steve in Sep- 
tember. of 1892, was brought in from We- 
taeskiwin on Thursday’s train by Inspector 
Snyder, and lodged in the Edmonton police 
barracks. Coporal Cowan, who acted as 
detective on the case remained to look up 
further evidence and Constable Dundas 
drove inay. team, which took the police 


y mate ppector Snyder and the police- 
men left Hgsmgnton on Tuesday morning by 
team fe skiwin. On Wednesday they 


drove fré6m Wetaskiwin to Bittern lake 
about twelve or fourteen miles east of We- 
taskiwin, where the prisoner resided with 
his family in a dug out on the bank of the 
lake at its south end, about two miles from 
Battle river at its nearest point and about 
six miles from the Selvais settlement en 
Battle river. The family consists of the 
father and mother, wife and two grown up 
brothers of the prisoner, all living in the 
one dug out and apparently very poor and 
very shiftless. Their farm improvements 
amounted to five or six furrows of plowing 
on which a few hills of potatoes were plant- 
ed, without being fenced. Their stock con- 
sisted of three horses. The prisoner: was 
not at home,’and on enquiry being made as 
to where he could be found, Mr. Snyder 
was informed by the mother that he had 
gone to Macdonnell’s store in the Battle 
river settlement. Leaving the policemen 
to watch the dug out. Mr. Snyder rode to 
the settlement and found his man. On be- 
ing informed as to the reason for his arrest 
he did not appear particularly disconcerted, 
merely remarking, ‘‘That’s strange,” and 
submitted quietly, Mr. Snyder brought 
him back to the dug out, and with the two 
policemen returned with him to Wetaski- 
win where they awaited Thursday’s train, 
The family came from the town of Tabor, 
Polk County, Minnesota, in the summer of 
1892, and the same fali went out to Bittern 
lake and settled there. They do not bear a 
good reputation in Wetaskiwin. They are 
not willing to work and do not seem to have 
any adequate means of support. Last win- 
ter they lived chiefly by hunting. Their 
nearest neighbor at Bittern lake isabout two 
miles from their place and their neighbors 
seem to know very little about them. The 


prisoner takes his arrest coolly and does ! 


not seem much concerned. Since his arrest. 
and the publicity which it gave the case ad- 
ditional evidence has been offered the police 
which ‘increases the suspicion against 
Williams, but of course there is and can be 
nothing but circumstantial evidence against 
him.

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ASSISTING THE DAIRY INTERESTS. 


The following circular has been published 
over the signature of the Dominion Dairy 
commissioner : 

The Dominion government has made pro- 
yjsions for the maintenance of two travell- 
.. dairies in Manitoba and the Territories. 
Ther will be under the direction of the 
dairy commissioner. The object of the 
travelling dairies is to afford those who are 
engaged in butter making an “opportunity to 
aain further exact, practical and helpful in- 
formation on all parts of the process, from 
the separating o: the cream to the printing 
and packing of the butter. One expert 
putter-maker and an assistant, with an 
outfit of dairy utensils, including a centri- 
fngal cream separator, a churn, a butter 
worker, @ Babeock milk tester, etc, etc., 
wil compose each travelling dairy. Two 
davs will be spent at every place which is 
visited, if the local committee make the 
necessary preparations ofa place of meet- 
ing, a supply of milk and a supply of cream. 
The programme of instruction and illustra- 
tion will be arranged, as far as practicable, 
in accordance with the following time 

arcs : 

~ First Day—l. Running of centrifugal 
cream separator, and separating cream from 
about 20 gallons of milk to be supplied by 
the local committee ; 2. Testing samples of 
milk ; 3; Preparing about 2 gallons of cream, 
to be supplied by the local committee; 4. 
(hurning of cream supplied by the local 
committee; 5. Making butter, ete. ; 6. 
Ripening of cream from centrifugal separat- 
or; 7. Address on butter-making. 

Second Day—l. Testing samples of milk ; 
2, Churning cream from centrifugal cream 
separator, and making butter ; 3. Running 
the ceutrifugal cream separator; 4. Discus- 
gjon on dairying. 

To enable the farmers, their wives and 
faiilies to get as much benefit as possible 
from the practical teachings of these 
travelling dairies, it is necessary that a local 
committee or individual, in every place to 
pe visited, should arrange beforehand,—1. 
For a convenient place of meeting ; 2. For a 
supply of twenty gallons of sweet whole 
milk, to be furnished on the morning of the 
first day ; 3. Fer the supply of two gallons 
of cream (ripened if practicable) also to be 
furnishec on the morning of the Ist day ; 4. 
For the distribution of bills (similar to this 


which will be furnished free) announcing 
the date and places of meetings, widely and 
thorough!y in the surrounding country. 


Farmers are invited to bring samples of 
whole milk, of skimmed milk and butter 
milk, to be tested; about half a tea-cup full 
js plenty for each sample. 

jn many districts in Manitoba and the 
Territories, dairying can be followed with 
profit and success. The soil, the pasturage, | 
the fodder crops and the climatic conditions 
as well as the demands and opportunities of 
the markets, are all suitable for the pro- 
duction of the finest quality of milk, butter, 
cheese, beef and bacon. By a system of 
mixed farming, the growing of wheat at a 
protit may be helped and not hindered ; and 
thereby the farmers may protect themselves 
from the very serious risk of loss and failure 
which is incurred by any individual or com- 
munity in the western provinces, that de- 
pends wholly or mainly on one crop or on 
the selling of grain only. I urge the farm- 
ers and business men generally to avail 
themselves of the benefits which these 
travelling dairies are intended to give. The 
women from the farms are ipecilly invited 
to be present at the meetings. If you are in- 
terested in the welfare and progress of the 
district where you live, you are hereby in- 
vited to see that a local committee is form- 
ed aud that it makes the necessary prepara- 
tion for your locality in good time.

FROST IN THE STATES. 

The weekly weather report issued at 
Washington, for the week ending May 21, 
says: ‘The week has been one of unusual 
temperature extremes, the difference be- 
tween the highest and lowest temperatures 
amounting to as much as 60 degrees in the 
upper Missouri valley, and ranging from 40 
to 60 degrees over the greater portion of the 
country east of the Rocky Mountains. Ice 
formed in Wisconsin, and snow fell in 
Michigan, Indiana and Kentucky, being un- 
usually heavy in the eastern and central por- 
tions of the last named state, which was 
covered with from two to eight inches on 
the 20th. In Kentucky and _ northern 
Florida the temperature reached the lowest 
point that has been recorded in May since 
the establishment of the weather bureau. 
Frosts, more or less damaging, occured in 
New England, the lake region, generally 
throughout the states of the upper Missis- 
ippi, Missouri and’Ohio valleys, and as far 
south as northern Mississippi,”

GENERAL NEWS. 


Calgary Herald: When No. 1 arrived 
from the east on Sunday night two children, 
members of a German immigrant family, 
were found to be sick with measles. 1t ap- 
pears that the mother and remaining child 
had been placed in the hospital at Winni- 
peg, having been found to be suffering with 
the same disease when approaching that 
place. These two having recovered they 
were allowed to proceed, but while on the 
journey the disease broke out again. The 
car was side-tracked and the whole family 
taken to the general hospital, the car and 
waiting room being thoroughly fumigated. 


Calgary Herald: From a passenger on 
yesterday’s train a Herald reporter learned 
the trip over the C.P.R. through the 
mountains just now is not without excite- 
ment. The train left Vancouver on Thurs- 
day morning and proceeded on its journey 
safely until Kamloops was passed, when a 
bridge was found to be down. The bridge 
was repaired and Sicamous was reached. A 
mudslide was seen to come down the moun- 
tains just behind the train cutting off the 
road to the west. Three bridges were found 
down east of Sicamous, the worst break be- 
ing at Eagle river. The pile-driver was 
found to be useless here and the break was 
repaired with two carloads of rock. The 
bridge was then loaded with steel rails and 
the train crawled slowly over, the water be- 
ing up to the car platforms for a mile. In 
the Eagie Pass the water is at least five feet 
higher than it was in 1887, the last year 
the water gave trouble. At Griffin lake 
another slide was met, over which a tem- 
porary track was built. It would have 
taken five days toclear away the debris. 
Shuswap lake is now an inland sea, about 
70 miles long by 20 wide. The water rose 
14 feet during the night the train lay at 
Sicamous. In the Fraser river canyon the 
water rose 24 feet on Thursday night. The 
bridge at Revelstoke across the Columbia is 
very shaky and a tree carried away a por- 
tion of the bridge across the Bow at Banff 
on Sunday night. The warm weather com- 
ing so early in the season and melting 
so much snow inthe mountains will pro- 
bably mean low rivers early in the season.
